Soak the chunks of meat at 
least half a day in soy sauce and 
a sprinkle of sugar. A flat glass 
dish is best for soaking. Turn the 
meat several times and be sure it 
is soaked through. 

Broil the pork at 325 degrees 
in a broiler pan ... be sure it’s 
cooked thoroughly. You may have 
to turn the fire lower to keep it 
from burning. Turn it often and 
baste it with the drippings. 


SAUSAGE SEASONING 


Have you ever tried seasoning 
Sausage with a little savoy in- 
stead of sage? Salt, fresh ground 
pepper, and the savory make a 
good seasoning. 

Try making the sausage into 
patties (very thin) about the size 
of.
